Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 33-36, 38-48, and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 33, lines 1-2, the phrase "including a particle size reduction 
process such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). It is suggested to amend to "[A] method of preparing submicron to micron 
size fenofibrate particles by sonication, homogenization..."

The reply filed on 07/03/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omissions or matters: it is noted that the Office Action dated 
01/29/03 indicated that the application is in condition for allowance based on the 
preamble of claim 33. It appears that applicant inadvertently deleted the Markush group 
of surfactant, which was previously recited in claim 33. See 37 CFR 1.111. 
Accordingly, this application is in condition for allowance if the 112, 2 nd paragraph is 
resolved, and the Markush group of surfactant is incorporated into claim 33.
